He took it from all those who 
had plenty. But he did not rob the i 
poor.

right, just 
pretend you are trying to keep t h e ; 
I bait out of its reach. That is an old J 
fisherm an’s proverb. 


Koretz had the fisherm an’s idea. 
One had to be a friend or relative 
to get in on any 
of 
his 
“ good 
things.” He never sold to strangers I 
and he never urged anybody to buy.i 
He just lived increasingly well and 
allowed 
the impression to 'prevail j 
that he had a fabulously rich source 
of income. N aturally his relatives 


and friends asked him to share his 
secret, and in the most natural way 
possible he seemed averse to divid­ 
ing interest in his golden egg geese. 
Then they insisted and he yielded 
and sold them some stock in his en­ 
terprise- 
It clat Ives Broke Now. 
The usual 
swindling 
promoter 
puts a low price on his wares and 
exerts 
him self 
to 
convince 
pros­ 
pective purchasers that by prompt 
buying they can get cheaply what 
in the near future will be worth a 
great deal more. But Koretz put a 
high par valuation on his stock and 
then refused at first to sell at any 
price. Those who bv dint of coax­ 
ing succeeded in breaking into the 
golden circle were more than glad 
to pay three or four tim es par for 
what he sold them “as a special fa­ 
vor” 
That went on for years. Koretz 
had many relatives and, as becomes 
a man with the family interest at 
heart, eventually he had them all 
“ fixed for life.” 
They are realizing now the irony 
of the phrase ‘‘fixed for life.” Hard­ 
ly a Koretz kinsman, from his moth­ 
er on down, who has not lost the 
savings of a lifetim e. From the lux­ 
ury of a m ultim illionaire’s home his 
wife 
has 
stepped 
penniless. 
Her 
motor cars, 
expensive 
furniture, 
rugs and pictures, every jew el— all 
have been sold to help remove the 
stain her husband has left on the 
family name and she is working to 
support herself and two children.

Soviet Government Considers 
Plan for Autonomy of Jews 
BakingPowder 
TISHOMINGO HIGH SCHOOL 
BUILDING IS DESTROYED 
(B> th# Associated Pres,) 
MOSCOW.—Sentiment is growing 
in Russia for the establishment of a 
Jewish 
republic. The subject has 
been under discussion among promi­ 
nent Hebrews and members of the 
government for some time past. It 
is known that the Soviet, which is 
anxious to solve the problem of all 
nationalities within its borders, is 
prepared to give complete autonomy 
to the Jews provided some means 
can be found of unifying their inter­ 
ests and. of locating them in a hom­ 
ogeneous colony within the Soviet 
Union. At present there are upward 
of 6,000,000 Jews in Russia, scat­ 
tered over a wide area. 
Bolshevik officials take much pride 
in saying they have solved the mi­ 
norities Question in Armenia, Geor­ 
gia, Azerbaijan and 
the 
Central 
Asian States, where for centuries 
all efforts of Czarist Russia in the 
same direction failed. They are con­ 
fident the Jewish question can be 
solved in a similar way. The gov-, 
eminent has created a special com­ 
mission in 
Moscow to study the 
Jewish question 
and 
to 
extend 
schemes for the colonization of the 
race. The Ukrainian and White Rus­ 
sian governments have already allot­ 
ted large tracts of land to the Jews 
for settlement purposes. 


Although 
the 
Hebrews’ 
aspira­ 
tions for self-government have never 
been as pronounced as those of other 
minorities it is certain a great ma­ 
jority of them would welcome the 
creation of a republic of their own, 
provided they are given guarantee^ 
of security and independence from 
the central government at* Moscow. 
The Bolshevik revolution released 
the Jews from the bondage of the 
czars, and under the present Soviet 
regime they are allowed all the 
privileges accorded Russia citizens. 
But Jewish leaders here seek an 
autonomous republic of their own. 
similar to that under which the 
Tartars, 
Ukrainians, 
Kighesians. 
Georgians, and other alien nation­ 
alities within Soviet Russia are liv­ 
ing. 
There is no thought on the part 
of the Soviet government officials to 
usurp the place now held by Pales­ 
tine as a National Home for the 
Jews, for they recognize that relig 
ious motives largely govern those 
who have sought domicile iu the 
Holy Land. 
The authorities hero 
envisage a much broader scheme 
of settlement for the Jews, where 
they would have net only complete 
religious liberty but full scope for 
the development of their political, 
economic and cultural aspirations.

“Cathedral 
of

Chancellor J. C. Bowman express­ 
ed this idea as the principal pur­ 
pose of the trustees in planning this 
radical departure in university build

tures of ancient Greece and Rome. 
They suggest calmness and repose. 
he said, whereas the building plan­ 
ned for Pittsburgh
